PARIS (UPI) — A par¬ 
liamentary revolt blazed 
up yesterday against 
President de Gaulle's one- 
man rule and angry' oppo¬ 
sition deputies pushed an 
all-out drive to overthrow 
the government with a 
vote of censure. 

Sixty seven deputies signed 
the censure motion which wu 
deposited with the president of 
the National Assembly. Only 55 
signers were needed by Uw to 
raise the motion. 

De Gaulle still commands a 
majority in parliament and is 
expected to weather the vote 
on Monday but France Is wit¬ 
nessing the most violent out¬ 
break of anti-de Gaulle feeling 
since he was swept to power 
two years ago. 

The anger by deputies on the 
extreme left and extreme right 
manifested itself early yester¬ 
day In the assembly when 
Premier Michel Debre's steam¬ 
roller tactics touched off a wild 
outburst of shouting, booing, 
desk thumping and shouts of 
“resign.' 

There were signs of anti-de 
Gaulle feeling in other areas, 
and the left-wing weekly Ex 
press said the French Army 
in France, Algeria and Ger¬ 
many Is preparing to stage a 
military revolt toward the 
end of the year with the help 
of rightist forces determined 
to hold Algeria.

T HIRTY Victoria people, including two Chinese- 
Canadian girls, are learning Chinese at a night 
school class conducted by the Rev. Andrew Ng 
(pronounced “Eng") at Victoria High School. 

Mr. Ng is the minister of Victoria's Chinese 
Presbyterian Church and teacher of a Chinesc- 
language school which some Chinese-Canadian 
children attend after school hours. 

There are Chinese-Canadians who have never 
liad the chance to learn the language of their an¬ 
cestors. 

One of the night school students, Dorothy 
Lum, is in that category. She grew up in a family 
that spoke no Chinese. 

* * * 

She had to start from the beginning but 
her teacher says she is learning fast. 

Mrs. Vivian Eng has a fluent speaking knowl¬ 
edge of the language, hut wants to polish up her 
grammar. 

Mr. Ng is teaching his class Cantonese, the 
southern Chinese language which Victoria 
Chinese speak. 

“Written language is all the same every¬ 
where," he says. “Spoken language different. 
Mandarin. Cantonese, manv dialects. But all un¬ 
derstand the same writing." 

♦ * * 

“How many characters are there?" 

“Oh, too many. Have to look up in the dic¬ 
tionary. Manv thousands. Try to learn the 1,000 
commonest characters." 

Students who lack a musical ear will find it 
tough going, because meaning often depends on 
pitch or tone of voice. 

At one of his lessons. Mr. Ng sang out a 
musical scale and explained how sound levels 
altered meanings. 

B tt * 

The beginners' course will go on for five 
months—a total of 80 hours of instruction. This 
amount of instruction should en»ble students to 
speak a fair amount and write 100 characters. 

Later, Mr. Ng hopes to launch an advanced 
class and teach more reading and writing. 

One of his pupils is Mrs. Vimv Bell, a tele¬ 
phone switchboard operator at the Colonist. 

“Any special reason for choosing Chinese to 
study, rather than another language or another 
field of knowledge?" I asked her. 

* * * 

"I thought of Spanish: but I decided to try 
Chinese." she said. “If it doesn't work out, I could 
switch to Soanish another time.” 

She Indicated—although I did not ask her di¬ 
rectly—that she had taken up Chinese not for any 
practical purpose, but just for something interest¬ 
ing to do. ... 

It’s refreshing to see that spirit, in an age 
when people study to make more money, or to 
help beat the Communists (a common attitude in 
the United States, if not in Canada) . . in fact, 
an age when people study for every reason except 
the fun of gaining knowledge. 

Vimv admitted that she sometimes muttered 
a Chinese word to herself at the switchboard be¬ 
tween calls, as an aid to remembering the 
previous day's lessons. 

So if any Coloqist subscriber hears an odd 
sound at the other end of the telephone, he need 
not take fright and imagine that Mao TV Tung’s 
men have captured the place. It will only be our 
friend Vimy, adding to her knowledge.

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The Columbia Treaty 


TyPLOMATIC agreement by Can- 
ada and the United Statea on the 
projected Columbia River power de¬ 
velopment is good news. It moves 
this vast undertaking—comparable in 
magnitude to the St. Lawrence Sea¬ 
way—nearer to reality. The British 
Columbia government, whose respon¬ 
sibility it is (or the project, sayv'he 
terms are favorable. 

This triple-dam and flood control 
project Is of Immense size and poten¬ 
tial and the power benefits accruing 
from the U.S. should provide the 
needs of the southern part of B.C. 
for the next decade. Long sought for 
the future power development of the 
province it promises a new and at¬ 
tractive era of industrial expansion 
and business enterprise. On the score 
of employment alone, iU creation, 
spaced of necessity over several 
years, should be a great boost to the 
construction industry and provide 
jobs for thousands of workers. That 
in itself is a major benefit. 

The agreement, participated and 
concurred in by Lands Minister Ray 
Wllliston, should resolve in many 
minds the question of priority be¬ 
tween the Columbia and the Peace 
River projects. It is probable in fact 
that support of the Peace by the 
Bennett government forced the set-, 
tlement of the Columbia scheme now 
arrived at. Without the rivalry of 
the Peace to hasten the negotiations 
the joint international discussions 
might have dragged on for years to 
come. Development of the Peace is 
now something that will be comple¬ 
mentary to the Columbia at the in¬ 
itiative and enterprise of Peace power 
interests. In retrospect the Socred 
government seems to have beeh seek¬ 


ing the best of both undertakings for 
the well-being of the province. 

Mr. Williston says the B.C. Hydro 
will go ahead immediately on the first 
steps to be taken with the Columbia 
project. There are several hurdle^ to 
be overcome, of course. The diplo¬ 
matic agreement between Canada 
and the U.S. has to be ratified by 
bqth countries. Parliament will pre¬ 
sent no obstacles but Congress might, 
although President Eisenhower will 
as one of the last of his presidential 
actions send forward the treaty for 
Congressional approval. The U.S. 
needs Columbia power and flood con¬ 
trol more urgently than B.C., how¬ 
ever, and this factor may facilitate 
its passage without undue delay. 

Many technical and financial de¬ 
tails have vet to be ironed out but 
these should not hamper progress un¬ 
duly. Consideration will have to be 
given to residents due to be displaced 
by the High Arrow dam and their in¬ 
terests compensated to the full. There 
Is the matter of financing, which falls 
on B.C. Provincial and federal 
authorities are not yet reconciled on 
how the cost is to be shared. The 
envelopment is too Important to B.C., 
however, to be set back because of a 
hiatus on this point, valid though a 
difference of viewpoint on loans or 
grants may be. 

On all counts the Columbia pic¬ 
ture looms mpst promisingly. If the 
same spirit of co-operation that has 
marked recent negotiations on the 
subject is continued at all levels of 
participation, then the way should be 
finally cleared for this huge and 
valuable undertaking to become a 
reality. 


World Peace and Red China 


EXTERNAL Affairs Minister How- 
-L- ard Green has made a bold and 
imaginative attempt to persuade the 
99-member UN political committee to 
place disarmament discussions on a 
practical, scientific and technical foot¬ 
ing- It is quite possible that his pro¬ 
posals will be accepted, in part at 
least, for they strike a truer balance 
between the nuclear powers and the 
equally important but less powerful 
member nation* * than has hitherto 
been suggested. ♦ 

Yet no matter which course the 
UN decides to follow—whether Mr 
Green’s or another—the fact that no 
realistic design for world peace can 
be drafted without the inclusion of 
Communist China must be recog¬ 
nized. 

It would be foolish to suppose 
that member nations would agree to 
disarm themselves without first mak¬ 
ing certain that China would follow 
the same course. It would be equally 
foolhardy to believe that China does 
not constitute a threat to world 
peace—a threat likely to assume gi¬ 
gantic proportions If credence is 
given recent reports that she will 
possess her own nuclear weapons 
within the next twelve months. 

What, then, is the best course to 
follow? 

On the face of things the most 
obvious approach would be to offer 
her membership In the United Na¬ 
tions, thus enabling her to take full 
part in the formulation of any policy 


on disarmament. Yet, at the moment, 
this Is a remote possibility. The 
question of Chinese membership has 
already been shelved by the General 
Assembly and may not come up 
again during the present session. A 
further complication is the United 
States’ attitude on the subject. Not 
only has the American delegation 
threatened to walk out if China were 
admitted, but Vice-President Nixon 
has pledged a continuation of the 
present United States policy of block¬ 
ing China’s admission If he Is elected 
president 

The only other course open is for 
the United Nations to attempt to ne¬ 
gotiate with China providing general 
agreement is reached on a UN dis¬ 
armament formula. This in itself i« 
a poor second choice because China 
may not choose to accept any such 
formula as a basis for discussion on 
the grounds that she had no say In 
its preparation. 

It could also develop that because 
the UN as a body does not officially 
recognize China, China may choose 
not to recognize the UN. 

Rather than negate the whole ef¬ 
fort toward disarmament it would 
perhaps be the General Assembly’s 
wisest move to reconsider its position 
regarding China. Membership in the 
UN would not mean approval of Com¬ 
munist China’s politics or actioas, but 
neither does the denial of her entry 
cause her to disappear nor lessen her 
threat to world peace. 


The Teachers’ Demands 


'THE teachers In their eternal quest 

for more money have adopted 
this year an attitude which fails to 
ingratiate them with either the trus¬ 
tees or the public. In short, they say 
In effect if not In exact mode of ex¬ 
pression: "We’re good; so we are en¬ 
titled to more money than other 
teachers elsewhere.” 

They speak of “rewards” for fit¬ 
ting themselves through university 
training for the occupation they have 
chosen. But surely the teachers of 
Greater Victoria In the salary scales 
already won have been amply award¬ 
ed for doing what countless others 
have done to prepare themselves for 
occupations not nearly so highly paid 
as that of teaching. 

There is nothing exceptional In 
the possession of a university diplo¬ 
ma. The teachers should know very 
well that nowadays a university de¬ 
gree Is a prerequisite for employment 
in a great many of the so-called 
white-collar jobs where not long ago 
a grade 12 or even an uncompleted 
high school education sufficed. Many 
occupations where a white collar Is 
unnecessary make the same demands. 

Nor are the scholastic attain¬ 
ments required of those able to de¬ 
scribe themselves as university- 
trained teachers as high or as costly 
to reach as some of those to which 
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Thinking Aloud ^ pean^ Probiem. 


candidates for professions no more 
rewarding obligate themselves. 

There was a time when teachers 
were shockingly poorly paid in Can¬ 
ada, and one Is everlastingly being 
reminded of that Such is far from 
being the case today. On the whole, 
keeping In mind hours, working con¬ 
ditions, vacations and other fringe 
benefits mi well as salary scales, 
teaching has been made one of the 
most attractive—or should the word 
be “rewarding”? — occupations in 
British Columbia. 

Those who have bargained for the 
teachers' union have brought about 
this change—one which has raised 
the status of teaching and respect for 
the academic attainments of those 
now following it But they should 
know when to stop; when to ac¬ 
knowledge that the goal erf fair re¬ 
turn for qualifications and services 
has been reached and further striv¬ 
ing becomes greed. 

The teachers say that in order to 
retain “the best” Greater Victoria 
must pay higher rates than else¬ 
where—with the accent on “must”. 
The councils and taxpayers of this 
metropolitan area have long ago dis¬ 
covered that they cannot afford the' 
best in public works, buildings and 
other amenities. If the pressure be¬ 
comes too great they may be forced 
to the conclusion that they cannot 
afford “the best” teachers either.

E VEN U one is apt to grow tired of 
the excursions into print of 
high-ranking generals of the last war, 
the recently published memoirs of 
General Sir Brian Horrocks seem 
something to look forward to. I have 
been reading an extensive review of 
them and apparently this book offers 
one cardinal difference to others of its 
kind—It is uncontroversial. 

Controversy of course sparks the 
interest where military autobiog¬ 
raphy la concerned and we all like to 
have the “secrets" spilled, as it were. 
Especially personal secrets: how one 
general behaved to another; what 
they really thought, and so on. As 
you know, some postwar author-gen¬ 
erals have devoted a great deal of 
apace to giving vent to emotions per¬ 
haps bottled up while the war was on. 

For the layman it has been none 
too illuminating and not conducive to 
forming, one’s own opinion either. 
When one general says in effect that 
a contemporary is a chucklehead and 
the other replies in kind It is not easy 
to come to a decision as to who is 
right So many egos have been ex¬ 
posed. each with a desire to remove 
the halo from another’s head and 
hang it above his owa 
. General Horrocks, seemingly, is - 
of another genre. He has views on 
the high-ranking commanders he 
served but he expresses them with a 
sense of fairness. This should not sur¬ 
prise anyone who saw him a while 
ago on the CBC's “Front Page Chal¬ 
lenge,” where his whimsy and unpre¬ 
tentious manner betokened a man 
grown wise to human foibles. As the 
reviewer of his memoirs remarks, he 
looked “like an ordinary chap." There 
was nothing Colonel Blltnpiah about 
him. 

Professional soldiers when they 
put onenuftl often do look like ordin¬ 
ary chaps, excepting perhaps Lord 
Montgomery, who somehow manages 
to exude a military air at all times. 

* e * 

General Horrocks knows Mont¬ 
gomery well since he was one of his 
corps commanders in the Western 
Desert and in Northwest Europe. His 
judgment of the celebrated Montgom- 
ery-Auchlnleck dispute is therefore 
worthwhile. The former has been 
accused of appropriating the latter's 
El Alameln plans and of belittling 
him as a defeatist. 

Sir Brian says that few generals 
have had such a load to bear as had 
Auchinleck, which is not hard to be¬ 
lieve. Every British general In tha 
early phases of Britain’s wars Is ex¬ 
pected to do the impossible. As Gen¬ 
eral Horrocks puts It: “It Is compara¬ 
tively easy for a general to emerge 
as a great commander during a 
successful campaign . ,. but nobody 
can don the mantle of a famous cap¬ 
tain of war until he has survived a 
military disaster." Auchinleck had 
done that, he says, and there was 
nothing defensive about him at the 
period in question. 

On the other hand. Sir Brian 
claims that he learned most of what 
he knows of soldiering from General 
Montgomery, and points to the basis 
of all good generalship, to wit: the 
relationship between a commander 
and his troops. In this respect ha 
saya ha knows of o.,ly two high for¬ 
mations where a spirit of trust, con¬ 
fidence and affection existed Mont¬ 
gomery's 8th Army and Sir William 
Sllm'a 14th Army (In Southeast 
Asia). 

Some credit must accrue to Mont- 
gofflery, therefore, for creating the 
. conditions which made his victories 
possible. A superior force—more men, 
weapons and supplies of all kinds— 
does not alone explain his successes. 
Many generals have wasted the assets 
made available te them. 

At all events it seems evident that 
Sir Brian tries to hold the balance 
evenly and he was close enough to 
the high command for his views to 
offer a correcting perspective to some 
prevailing opinion on the subject of 
Montgomery versus Auchinleck. 

For those Interested In the study 
of recent battlefield history his 
memoirs should be refreshing. His 
calm appraisal will be an antidote to 
the onesided versions to which we 
have lately been prone. 


Political and Economic Divisions 


E UROPEAN problems, both eco¬ 
nomic and political, are much 
in the foreground again. 

Mr. Edward Heath, who with the 
historic title of Lord Privy Seal is 
the minister In the Foreign Office 
vyith special charge of European ques¬ 
tions, has been in Paris talking with 
M. Couve de Murville, the French 
foreign minister. The French premier, 
M. Michel Deb re, has been in Bonn 
talking with Chancellor Adenauer. 

Ministers of the seven countries 
Of the free trade area (the Seven)' 
have been meeting in Berne. The Six 
of the European Economic Commun¬ 
ity are to have a meeting in December 
In Paris, possibly at top level. 

The December NATO CtrftncU 
meeting may also be a top level one. 

The Issues which are bringing 
about 611 this activity are partly 
economic, partly political.

In the economic field the dominant 
problem is to work out some arrange¬ 
ment between the "Six" (otherwise 
called the Common Market) and the 
"Seven," which will mitigate the pos¬ 
sible ill-effects of this division of 
Europe Into two economic groups. 

So tar there has been little pro¬ 
gress This la mainly because some 
elements in the EEC have taken the 
view that the only solution would be 
lor Britain to become a member of 
EEC unconditionally. This view the 
British government has been unable 
to accept for a number of reasons. 

Chief among them are the im¬ 
portance to It of the economic ties 
with the other Commonwealth coun¬ 
tries and differences in domestic

agricultural support It is hard to 
see how these could be reconciled 
with the unconditional British accept¬ 
ance of the obligations of membership 
of the Common Market, which re¬ 
quires among other things the ulti¬ 
mate adoption of a uniform tariff on

Other members of the Free Trade 
Area would for various reasons be 
unwilling to join the EEC. Austria. 
Sweden and Switzerland, for example, 
would find it hard to reconcile their 
policy of neutrality with a member¬ 
ship which, though it may not entail 
definite political obligations, has in 
the eyes of some of its present mem¬ 
bers definite political implications. 

Sb far there has been little pro¬ 
gress towards the working out of a 
modus vivendi between the two 
groups. But since the events of the 
summer there are signs that attitudes 
are becoming less rigid and that 
there is a new readiness among many 
European governments to consider 
practicable measures for a solution of 
the problem. 

Moreover It should, I think, be 
noted that so far the consequences of 
the existence of the two groups have 
been lesa serious than many prophets 
foretold.

lAtote Talk from On High 

U.S. Economic ‘Domination’ 


(From The Ottawa Journal) 


S AID Mr. Lester B. Pearson, Lib¬ 
eral Party leader, in Montreal: 

“It should be made clear to our 
American friends that Canadians are 
really worried about their economy 
becoming a branch plant of the 

United States." 

Mr. Pearson may be right, but if 
he is, isn’t his righteousness e bit 
late? Mr. Pearson was an Influential 
member of a Liberal cabinet In the 
early 1930s, the years when U-S. in¬ 
vestment In Canada was at Its height, 
and we didn't notice him trying to 
make dear to Americana such Invest¬ 
ment worried him. 

But, forgetting that, wouldn't Mr. 
Pearson be more satisfying If he had 
made his proposition Into more than 
a pious hope and had gone on to 
show, or at least to try to show, how 
the thing he says he wants could be 
made clear to Americana? Or gone on 
to give a bit of documentation for 
his claim—his claim about Canadian 
“worry?” 

Without such documentation, 
some of us must feel disposed to ask: 
Just where or to what extent does this 
Canadian “worry" that Mr. Pearson 
speaks of exist? 

Was there much evidence of it this 
past year when Canadian investors 
divested themselves of ownership of 
the Ford Motor Company of Canada? 


Or when the management of Cana¬ 
dian Canners sold control of that com¬ 
pany to U.S. competitors? Or when 
various Canadian towns and cities ac¬ 
cepted without seeming “worry” addi¬ 
tional U.S. branch factories? 

We think, at this moment, of the 
Ottawa Valley. Does Mr. Pearson 
really believe that If this week or next 
week some Americans offered to 
establish a branch factory in. say 
Carleton Place, or Smith Falls, or 
Renfrew or Arnprior, the offer would 
be (ejected? That the good Canadian 
citizens of these towns would say that 
they preferred existing unemploy¬ 
ment to a plant owned by Americans? 

After all. Americans don't Impose 
their ownership upon us; nor their in¬ 
vestment 

This doesn't mean that when UR. 
Investors do come here they should 
be permitted to disregard the ways 
and laws of Canada—we have a no¬ 
tion that Mr. Diefenbaker, who has 
given this matter his attention from 
the first days of his prime minister- 
ship, proposes seeing to that. What 
we dislike and object to Is this loose 
talk from high places, talk which 
seems to suggest that in some way 
our American neighbors are planning 
and achieving Canada's economic vas¬ 
salage. 

Such talk la not only loose; It has 
a touch of hypocrisy. 


TV Non-Commercials 

(From The Winnipeg Free Press) 


I F the code of ethics for television 
advertising issued by the New Zea¬ 
land government broadcasting service 
is strictly adhered to. It seems likely 
that New Zealand viewers won't be 
bothered greatly by commercial# 
when their TV service starts next 
April. 

Designed to make sure that com¬ 
mercials are "honest in their inten¬ 
tion. seemly in their presentation, 
and fair in their treatment of com¬ 
petitive interests" i good bye Brand 
X), the code does not permit advertis¬ 
ing by undertakers or monument 
makers, nor of products "associated 


with Intimate personal hygiene or 
medication." 

Also taboo are commercials criti¬ 
cal of any government organization 
or individual, or which are likely to 
offend the sentiments or the religious, 
political or racial susceptibilities of 
a substantial and responsible section 
of the community. 

Moat sweeping of all the restric¬ 
tions is that which prohibits com¬ 
mercials that are "likely to alarm, 
provoke or annoy viewers." 

It would be Instructive to apply 
this code to Canadian television and 
note how many of our commercials 
remained. 


largely from the creation of the Six, 
There has been strong support, 
especially in France, for the view 
that the Six should form a close 
political group aa well as. economic¬ 
ally, a Common Market This clearly 
raises the question of the relation¬ 
ship of such a group to the wider 
NATO Group. 

This has become of great and im¬ 
mediate importance since President 
de Gaulle, while rejecting (he idea of 
aupra-natlonalism, has himself re¬ 
peatedly urged the closest political 
co-operation between the Six—with 
special institutions for the purpose. 
This has aroused considerable mis¬ 
givings in other countries, (especially 
in Western Germany. 

It is feared that It might result 
in an International division in NATO 
itself and fission between the Six and 
the others, who include both Britain 
and the United States (the Anglo- 
Saxon powers, as General de Gaulle 
sometimes calls them). And it could 
hardly fail to affect the status and 
authority of the NATO Council itself. 

Not only that: President de Gaulle 
has on several occasions spoken with 
great distaste and disapproval of tha 
conception of the “Integration” of the 
NATO defence forces in Europe. It is 
conception laid down by the council 
in September, 1930, whenJit called- 
for the creation of “an 'yitegrated 
force under a centralized command 
adequate to deter aggression and to 
ensure the defence of Western 
Europe." This has been the accepted 
basis of NATO defence planning ever 
since.

These issues have been discussed 
at a number of recent meetings: de 
Gaulle - Adenauer at Ramboulllet, 
Adenauer Macmillan at Bonn, Debre- 
Adenauer also at Bonn, and, aa wa 
know now, in correspondence between 
the German chancellor and the United 
States president 

The precise situation la anything 
but dear. What does seem certain is 
that some solution must be found 
which will prevent the political and 
economic division of Europe. The 
other day the Paris correspondent of 
the London Times suggested that 
French plans may be regarded as 
“in abeyance.” But further clarifica¬ 
tion aeems much needed. Which la 
why—though nothing has yet been 
decided or formally considered — I 
shall personally be surprised If De¬ 
cember does not see another NATO 
top level meeting.

I find it is 
actually a tender perennial which, in 
its ^native Brazil, makes a shrub fully 
eight feet tall! I suppose it is this 
habit oi forming a huge network of 
foraging roots which gives the plant 
its ability to survive under almost 


desert conditions. After this exper 
ience. I hav? a hunch that our bed 
ding salvia would give us an even 
better display, with more flowers and 
fewer leaves. If we provided it with 
the dry. almost impoverished condi 
tions for which its root system is 
designed.

It is surprising how long you can 
keep marrows, squash and pumpkins 
for winter use if you pick them at the 
right stage of development and give 
them the correct storage conditions. 

For storing, they must be fully 
mature, with the skin really hard - 
you shouldn't be able to dent it with 
your thumbna.il. Pumpkins, when ma¬ 
ture. will part from the vine quite 
readily, but squash and marrows are 
cut with an inch or two of stalk 
attached. Wipe the skin dry and 
store in a warm, dry place. 55 to 60 
degrees, on racks or shelves, never on 
the basement floor. 

Pumpkins will keep in good con¬ 
dition for about two months, squash 
and marrow from five to six months.

The plants are becom 
ing a bit bedraggled now. though, and 
I decided last week that the time had 
come to pull up the plants and get the 
bed dug over.

For the words Mau Mau 
carry chilling meaning out here. 

The threat is not the Kenya Mau Mau, but the 
Rhodesian counterpart. . 

"Our natives can think of all 
manner of twisting the super 
natural for sinister purposes.” 
said Ken Leaver of the native 
affairs branch. 

Recently In Southern Rho 
desia there has been growing 
fear and increasing hate. Put 
them together and they spell 
danger; danger for whites and 
peace-loving Africans. 

CHANCES INCREASE 

As racial mistrust and dis¬ 
like increase, so do the chances 
of Mau Mau-style terror and 
Intimidation tactics 

Already unscrupulous politi¬ 
cians and agitators have tried 
to exploit witchdoctors. They 
have tried to turn the Afri¬ 
cans’ inherent fear of the su 
pernatural against the white 
man and his government. 

To combat the threat. Prime 
Minister Sir Edgar Whitehead 
plans to Impose "severe penal¬ 
ties” for illegal oath taking
